The  first  society  which  I  visited  in  Jefiersoh  | 
county,  was  at  Ellisburgh:  where  I  preached  the  | 
first  Sunday  after  the  Convention.  The  society  at 
Ellisburgli,  tliough  it  has  hitherto  pursued  its  course  i 
in  quietness,  is  very  fuitliful  and  zealous.  Its  com-  I 
mencement  was  one  of  difficulty  and  great  oppo-  ^ 
tition;  but  it  has  finally  succeeded  in  destroying  j 
its  enemies,  and  has  become  the  most  important  i 
society  in  town.  They  have  a  fine  church  and  1 
preaching  half  the  time,  by  Br.  L  Rice.  Our 
friends  here,  subscribed  on  the  permanent  fund  for 
the  Institute,  !5'96.00. 

My  next  visit  was  to  the  society  in  South  Cham¬ 
pion.  This  society  is  an  old  one,  but  at  present 
is  without  any  preaching.  I  saw  no  need  of  their 
remaining  destitute,  for  they  are  certainly  not 
wanting  in  wealth  or  members.  They  subscribed 
for  the  institute,  $113.50. 

Sunday,  June  11th,  preached  in  Henderson. — 
This  society  was  commenced  and  for  many  years 
sustained  under  the  labors  of  Br.  P.  Morse.  For 
two  or  three  years  past  it  has  seemed  somewhat 
inclined  to  sleep,  and  has  been  some  of  the  time 
without  preaching.  It  is  now  waking  up,  and  ma¬ 
king  an  effort  to  return  to  its  first  love  and  pros¬ 
perity.  Br.  L.  Rice  preaches  with  them  half  of 
the  tune.  Subscribed  for  the  Institute,  $38.00. 

While  in  Henderson,  I  visited  Morse  Harbor. 
But  where  is  Morse  Harbor?  say  you.  It  is  not 
down  on  the  map,  (though  I  intend  it  shall  be  on 
the  next  that  comes  out.)  But  I  call  it  Morse 
Harbor,  because  one  Rev.  P.  Morse  lives  here; 
who  has  one  of  the  neatest  and  quietest  houses 
you  ever  saw.  Br.  Morse’s  residence  is  situate 
on  a  little  eminence  only  a  few'  rods  from  one  of 
the  finest  harbors  of  lake  Ontario.  As  you  are 
seated  in  the  pia/za  of  his  quiet  and  comfortable 
dwelling,  your  eyes  often  passing  over  the  little 
space  that  leads  down  to  the  shore,  and  then  a  | 
snort  way  over  the  water,  will  re.st  upon  a  point  of 
land  running  out  into  the  lake,  covered  with  a 
dark,  deep  foliage,  giving  it  an  appearance  fliat 
is  beautifully  romantic.  The  scenery  all  around 
is  beautiful  and  picturesque.  One  who  is  a  lover 
of  nature,  and  also  of  a  pleasant  and  profitable  ' 
farm,  cau  not  but  be  happy  here'.  1  shall  long  re-  j 
member  Morse  Harbor;  not  only  because  I  was 
safe  and  happy  while  there,  but  because  I  carried  ! 
away  tlic  promise  made  by  Er.  Morse  and  his  wife  j 
of  $75.00  for  the  Institute.  . 

Next,  went  to  Watertown,  by  the  way  of  Sack- 
ett^  Harbor.  In  this  (last  named)  old  and  some-  ; 
what  wealthy  place,  we  have  never  succeeded  in  | 
establishing  a  society ;  although  we  have  here  some  i 
very  reliable  and  influential  friends. 

If  some  talented  and  judicious  preacher  should  ; 
locate  here,  willing  to  make  an  effort,  with  a  few 
sacrifices  at  first,  1  have  no  doubt  a  large  and 
flourishing  society  might  soon  be  raised.  Sub-;! 
scribed  for  the  Institute  $23.00.  Preached  in  ! 
Watertown,  June  18th.  Our  society  in  Water-  |i 
town,  notwithstanding  like  most  other  societies,  it  j, 
has  had  its  days  of  adversity  and  is  still  perplexed 
with  difficulties,  possesses  much  strength  and  im¬ 
portance.  It  is  decidedly  the  wealthiest  society 
in  Jefferson  county,  yet  its  zeal  and  faithfulness 
do  not  seem  to  be”  ns  great  as  its  own  strength, 
and  the  flourishing  and  rapidly  increasing  village 
demand,  It  should  Iwwevcr  be  said  in  jnstjee  to 


the  females  that  their  zeal  and  interest  in  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  society,  are  seldom,  if  ever  equalled. 
Already  they  have  gained  from  their  opposers,  and 
iustly  too,  the  very  significant  appellation  of  ‘  Sis¬ 
ters  of  Charity.* 

Br.  J.  H.  Stewart  has  been  their  pastor  for  the 
year  past,  and  has  just  re-engaged  for  the  year  to 
come.  I  was  told  that  the  pews  were  sold  more 
readily  than  usqal-  May  God  grant  them  prospe¬ 
rity  and  peace.  By  the  aid  of  Bf.  Andrus  (from 
whom  I  should  not  forget  to  say,  I  received  many 
kindnesses)  and  Br.  Stewart,  1  raised  in  this  soci¬ 
ety  $300.00;  one  hundred  of  which  was  a  widoto’s 
mite.  $20.('0  more  were  promised  by  the  Ladies’ 
Sewing  Society. 

June  21st  and  22d.  Attended  the  Black  River 
Association  at  Depauville.  This  Association  was 
well  represented,  and  much  good  seemed  to  be 
done  in  the  cause  of  our  common  Master. 

We  have  no  organized  society  here,  but  many 
most  excellent  friends.  They  have  usually  secur¬ 
ed  preaching  half  or  one  quarter  of  the  time,  but 
at  present  are  without  any.  Our  friends  in  this  vi¬ 
cinity  subscribed  for  the  Institute  $115.00.  In 
Brownville,  $16.00. 

June  24th.  Visited  the  society  at  Dexter.  This 
society  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  is  poor;  but 
in  respect  to  its  faith  and  religious  effort,  it  is  in¬ 
deed  rich.  They  are  determined  that  no  earthly 
obstacle,  shall  deprive  them  of  religious  enjoy¬ 
ment  and  success.  They  have  preaching  half  the 
time  by  Br.  C.  A.  Skinner.  Subscribed  for  the 
Institute  $33.00. 

Sunday,  June  25.  Preached  in  Chaumont.  In 
Chaumont  we  have  an  -organized  society  and 
preaching  half  the  time,  byBr.  L.  Perry:  a  late 
convert  from  the  ministry  of  the  Christians.  Our 
friends  seem  to  be  very  zealous  and  talk  earnestly 
of  building  a  new  church;  having  now  no  place 
of  worship  but  a  large  school  house.  The  con¬ 
templated  rail  road  is  to  pass  through  this  place; 
which  will  one  day  make  it  a  village  of  conside¬ 
rable  interest.  Subscribed  for  the  Instiiute  $35.00. 

June  28th  and  29th.  Attended  the  St.  Lawrence 
Association  at  Madrid.  This  Association  espe¬ 
cially  the  last  day  was  well  represented,  and  I 
have  seldom  attended  a  better  meeting.

Sunday,  July  2d.  Preached  in  Canton.  Our 
friends  here  have  a  large  and  convenient  church, 
a  respectable  congregation,  a  considerable  share 
of  wealth,  and  consequently  a  great  opportunity 
to  do  good.  They  have  preaching  every  Sabbath, 
by  Er.  L.  M.  Hawes.  Subscribed  for  the  Institute 
$174.00.  Canton  is  a  very  pleasant  village  and  is 
the  county  seat.  It  was  also  the  residence  of  the 
late  Silas  Wright.  It  is  truly  insteresting  to  listen 
to  the  thousand  eulogies  which  the  people  of  all 
classes  in  St.  Lawrence  county,  and  especially  of 
Canton,  pour  out  upon  this  great  and  gooil  man. 
In  the  village,  he  seems  to  have  been  a  trieud,  a 
counsellor,  indeed,  almost  a  father.  Beinj^  entire¬ 
ly  free  from  that  pride  and  airogancy,  which  men 
in  high  life  too  often  assume,  he  allowed  himself 
to  be  approached  by  the  humblest  individual.  He 
owned  a  large  farm  and  in  common  with  his  work¬ 
men,  cultivated  the  soil  with  his  own  hands.  Day 
after  day  could  this  great  man' be  seen,  wielding 
the  plough  and  spade,  as  skillfully  as  he  could 


wield  his  pen  and  speech ;  while  his  hired  men,  ' 
not  his  servants,  but  fellow  laborers,  devoured 
with  ‘  a  greedy  ear’  every  word  of  kis  instructive 
conversation.  But  alas!  in  a  moment,  in  the 
midst  of  his  honor  and  usefulness,  he  was  cut 
down!

The  Miracles  of  Christ  EstabUshed  his 
Enenies. 

Evidence  ihet  the  ^MBdoih'hr  man  la  fooliabneai  with 
God,  ie  found  in  the  ‘historyof  every  nation.  Perhapa 
there  ia  no  instance,  TidweVrir,  which  more  plainly  and 
forcibly  illustrates  this,  than  the  precedence  of  the  Jews 
in'theirefToris  to  dentroy  Christ  and  his  doctrine.  They 
unwittfnsfy  helped  establish  and  perpetuate  the  very 
thing  whicli  they  labored  zealously  to  destroy. 

It  appears  that  the  miracles  of  the  Savior  were  of  such 
a  character,  performed  under  such  circumstances,  so 
openly  and  boldly  in  the  very  lace  of  his  most  inveterate 
enemies,  that  the  Jews  could  not  deny  that  he  wrought 
those  works  which  he  professed  to  do.  Indeed,  how 
could  they  have  the  hardihood  to  deny  them,  when  they 
themselves  were  witnesses  of  the  facts?  They  saw  the 
blind  man  restored  to  sight,  and  witnessed  his  joy  in  . 
gazing  upon  the  beautiful  world  so  long  shut  out  from  his 
view.  They  saw  the  lame  leaping  and  praising  God. — 
They  heard  the  dumb  man,  in  the  gratitude  of  his  heart 
for  his  recovery,  giving  glory  to  the  Father  for  his  great 
goodness  ;  and  it  were  the  height  of  folly,  even  as  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  policy,  under  such  circumstances,  to  contend  that 
miracles  were  not  actually  performed.  They  must  keep 
up  some  show  of  sincerity  and  honesty,  in  order  to  se¬ 
cure  the  confidence  of  the  people,  and  to  exert  such  an 
influence  over  them  as  they  desired.  But  to  deny  the 
actuality  of  the  miracles  which  Christ  professed  to  per- 
form,  and  many  of  them  under  their  own  scrutinizing 
inspection,  would  be  to  dispute  their  own  sense,  and  the 
firm  conviction  of  those  whom  they  wished  to  influence 
in  their  favor.  This  would  not  do.  And  ‘  making  a 
virtue  of  necessity,’  they  inferentially  acknowledged  the 
reality  of  the  miracles.  They  said,  *  this  fellow  doth  not 
cast  out  devils  but  by  Beelzebub  the  prince  of  devils.’— 
This  was  said  for  the  purpose  of  diverting  the  thoughts 
of  the  people  front  the  true  source  of  power  by  which 
the  miracles  were  performed.  They  would  have  had  no 
occasion  to  have  attempted  this,  if  they  could  have  de-  | 
tected  any  deception  in  the  professed  miracles.  The  | 
Jews  were  a  discerning  and  subtle  people,  and  had  all 
the  opportunities  that  could  be  desired — certainly  as  good 
as  any  oppoeer  of  miracles  since  have  had — to  discover 
any  imposition  that  mighl  exist.  And  if  they  could  have  | 
shown  that  Christ  was  an  impostor,  and  his  miracles 
mere  illusions,  they  would  most  certainly  have  done  it, 
for  they  did  not  lack  the  disposition  or  zeal  to  perform 
such  a  work.  But  in  this  they  signally  failed,  and  were 
driven  to  adopt  what  in  their  estimation  was  the  next 
moat  feasible  project.  They  attributed  the  miracles  to 
an  evil  source.  This,  it  will  be  perceived,  was  acknowl- 
edgiag  their  reality — it  was  confessing  that  Christ  aetu- 
ally  performed  vehat  he  profesud  to  do.  If  the  works' 
had  not  been  wrought,  there  had  been  no  necessity  for 
hunting  for  the  source  of  the  power  by  which  they  were 
done.  The  moment,  therefore,  that  they  took  the  first 
step  in  that  road,  they  became  standard  witnesses  of  the 
reality  of  those  miracles.  Their  project,  to  be  sure,  was 
*  cunningly  devised,’  but  after  all,  as  the  result  shows,  it 
was  only  the  wisdom  of  man.  If  they  could  only  suc¬ 
ceed  in  diverting  the  minds  of  the  people  from  the  true 
power,  and  cause  them  to  believe  that  the  works  came 
from  an  evil  source,  they  felt  confident  of  success  in  their 
designs.  This  was  their  only  chance  ;  and  even  in  this, 
they  only  added  another  instance  evidencing  the  fact

sor.  And  if  they  should  retain  the  belief  that,  all  thisp 
considered,  it  were  better  the  criminal  should  fall  under 
its  sentence  pronounced  on  him,  this  would  not  lessen  bm 
awake  their  sympathy.  That  a  man  must  die  soon,  and 
of  violence,  (though  all  men  die  of  violence  as  it  would 
seem,  and  that  before  long,)  would  not  so  much  occupy 
their  thoughts,  as  the  means  of  making  him  holier  and 
happier  and  useful  while  he  does  live. 

The  time  will  come  when  our  neglect  of  the  criminal 
will  not  be  in  proportion  to  the  atrociousness  of  bis  crime 
and  the  nearness  to  the  hour  of  his  execution,  but  the 
reverse.  The  time  wi|l  come  when  men  will  take  ven¬ 
geance  less,  and  God  more — I  mean,  so  far  as  vengeanct 
must  be  taken  at  all.  The  time  will  come  when  instead 
of  doing  all  in  our  power  to  make  a  miserable  wretch 
‘  feel  a  thousand  deaths,  in  fearing  one’  we  shall  do  all 
in  our  power  to  did  the  wretch  who  is  unfit  to  live,  is 
becoming  fit.  How  to  live  is  the  great  lesson  for  us  all, 
but  it  is  of  especial  importance  if  his  whole  existence  k 
limited  to  a  few  days,  weeks,  or  months.

Yon  fur¬ 
ther  say,  that  we  ‘  had  not  the  presumption  nor  the  hy¬ 
pocrisy  to  pretend  any  respect  or  regard  tor  any  kind  of 
education  or  improvement  whatever  for  either  miaistera 
or  laymen,’  which  *  hypocrisy’  and  *  presumption’  yea 
charge  upon  the  Niagara  Association.  Alas  for  the  dis¬ 
honesty  of  the  Universalists  of  your  '  own  enlightened 
State,’  while  poor  benighted  Pennsylvania  ia  allowed  to 
be  honest  in  her  *  ignorance.’
